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In the drawings, the reference numeral 1 designates a drum 
body formed by throtling a metallic plate, its upper mouth is 
provided with a male screw base 2 integrally with the drum body, 
and it is to contain a permanent wave lacquer. The numeral 3 
shows a cylindrical lid fabricated by throttling the metallic 
plate like the drum body 1, its lower portion is equipped with 
a female screw base 4, and it also serves as an air compression 
chamber . 

The reference numeral 5 shows a manual air pump fixed on 
the back face of the cylindrical lid 3, and its check valve 6 
consists, as shown in Fig. 3, of beak b provided circumferen- 
tially with an injection orifice a, a soft rubber tube c tightly 
fitted in said beak b, and a vinyl tube 7 which covers both the 
beak b and rubber tube c and is positioned extensively and high 
in the air compression chamber 10. If the air pump is actuated 
to compress the air, said air pressingly opens the rubber tube c 
from the injection orifice a and passes through between the beak 
b and the rubber tube c so as to be injected into the vinyl tube 
7, and then the air is injected from a thin orifice d in the upper 
end of said tube 7 into the air compression chamber 10. Further, 
if the action of the air pump is stopped, the pressure acting on 
the injection orifice a is reduced so that the rubber tube c re- 
turns to its original position due to its own elasticity thereby 
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to block the injection orifice a. The reference numeral 8 shows 
an air withdrawal valve disposed on the upper face of the cylin- 
drical lid 3, and it is used to dispel to the outside the com- 
pressed air in the drum body 1 when the cylindrical lid 3 is dis- 
engaged from the drum body 1. The reference 9 is a spraying beak 
disposed on the upper face of the cylindrical lid 3, and its 
pressing-down opens the valve when the lacquer in the drum body 1 
rises in the sucking tube 11 and is injected in the very fine 
particles. The reference numeral 12 designates a vinyl packing 
involved between the base 4 of said cylindrical lid 3 and the base 
2 of said drum body 1. 
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
